The body wa« taken to the home of 
Frank Rudolph and there the inquest 
was held. No evidence was broughtout 
that proved conclusively that the case 
was one. of suicide and the jury return- 
ed a verdict of accidental death.

Barrett and his associates in the move- 
ment, Rodney B. Swift and Paul Willis, 
secretary of the Waukegan Commercia' 
club have at last realized their end in 
the soil expert and advisor for Lake 
county. All plans for the movement 
have been completed and an advisor will 
be named for this county by the exten- 
sion department of the University of 
Illinois. ' 

John \y. Barrett as president of the 
County Farmers' institute association 
has been at work many months secur- 
ing signers to pledges for the mainten- 
ance of the county advisor. He com- 
pleted his work this week and with R. 
'B. Swift senator from this district, 
made ttie trip^ to Champaign where the 
final arrangements were made for the 
"appointment of the soil expert. 

The ofJlce of the county adyiBor will 
be located a^Libertyville as that is near 
the center of the county. 

Practically all of the members of the 
county association have pledged to aid 
in the movement.

The 
heoric treatment however brought re- 
sults and the victim's condition began 
to improve. 

Anderson died at noon, barely an hour 
after swallowing the deadly drug. 

What puzzled Coroner Taylor was 
why one should leave a bottle of horao 
medicine, labelled "Whiskey" to re- 
main where it was so readily accessible; 
It would appear thai Anderson's death 
was due to carelessness in not properly 
disposing of the medicine. 

Both Anderson and Wagner were 
well known and prominent residents of 
Lake county, especially in the vicinity 
of Fremont.

ASKS MORE RAILWAY LAWS 



■ iCalls for Early Action on Remaining 

Measures of His Program of Settle- 
ment and Regulation — Other Legis- 
lation That Is Advised.

Jiope Ims been uccoptuble to you, of 
iJeiivliiK to thf reports of the several 
iicails of the executive departments the 
■ohiburntlna of the detailed needs of 
the publle servlee and confine myself 
io those matters of more foneral pub- 
aic iioUey with which It seems neces- 
sary and 'feasible to deal at the pres- 
*;nt session of the congress. 

I reiill/.e the llnillntlons of time un- 
der which yon will ueeesaarlly act at 
this session and shall niiiko my sug- 
Ceslloas as few as possible; but there 
were some things left undone at the 
last sej^slon which there will now be 
tlnteto complete and widch It seems 
necessary Jn the Interest of Uie public 
tt> do at once. 

In the Orst place, It soGms to me Ini- 
reratlvcly necessary that the earliest 
jioKsible consideration and action 
«bould be accorded the remaining 
Jiieasures of the pro;ciani of settle- 
jncntand regulation which I had occa- 
filcm to recommend to you at the close 
of your Inst session In view of the pub- 
lic dangers disclosed by the uuaccoai- 
inodntt'd (lillleidtles which then existed, 
und which sllll unhappily continue to 
exi.st, between tho railroads of the 
country and their locomotive engineers, 
conductors, and trainmen. 

Railway Troubles First. 

I tlion recommended: 

First, Inunedlate provision for tho 
enlargement nnd administrative roor- 
caulzation of the interstate coimuerco 
connnlsslon along the lines embodied 
Inithe bin recently passed by the house 
<if) representatives and now awaiting 
jujtion by the senate; In order that the 
coijnmlsslon may be enabled to deal 
M'hJT the amny great and various duties 
noyt' devolving upon it With a prompt- 
,iji*^*s and thoroughness wldch are, with 
Its proseat constitution nnd means of 
nctton, practically Impossible. 

Socoail, -the establlshnuiiit of an 
■olght'hoiir day as the legal basis alike 
of work and of wages In the employ- 
meat of at] rallivay employeos who are 
iictnally engaged In the work of opcr- 
nllng trains In Interstate transnorta- 
tloa. 

Third, the authorization of the ap- 
liolntment by the president of a small 
body nf men to observe the actual ro- 
«u1ts in experience of tho ndoptlon of 
the eight-hour day In railway trans- 
portation allko for the men and for 
tl»e railroads. 

Fourth, explicit approval by tlie con- 
l^oKs.of the consideration by the In- 
terstate cnihmerce^ connnlsslon of an 
Increase of freight rates to meet such 
flddltlonal expenditures by the rall- 
Tonds as laay have been rendered nec- 
essary by tho adoption of the elght- 
lioup day nnd which have not been off- 
«et by administrative readjustments 
aind economies, should the facts dis- 
closed Justify the Increase. 

Fifth, an amendment of the existing 
•fcdornr statute wldch provides for the 
mediation, conciliation, and arbitration 
of such , controversies as the present 
iby adding to It a provision that, In case 
the melhnds of ncconunodatlon now 
provided for should fall, a full public 
Investigation of tho merits of every 
ijuch dispute shall be Instituted nnd 

■ completed before a strike or lockout 
may lawfully be attempted. 

And; sixth, the lodgment In the 
hands of the executive of tlio power, 
In. case of military necessity, to talie 
control of such portions und such roll- 
ing stock of tlie railroads of the coun- 
try as may be rcnulrcd for military 
use and to operate tliem for military 
purposes, with autliorlty to draft Into 
the military service , of the United 
States Bucli train crews nnd adaUnls- 
tratlve olllclals as the circuiastances 
require for their safe and olTlclent lise. 
Renews Hie Recommendations. 

The second and lldhi of these rec- 
ommendations tile congress lanuedlate-, 
iy acted on: It established the elght- 
■iiour day. as tlie legal basis of work 
mnd wages In train service and It au- 
Itborlzcd the appointment nf a com- 
mission to observe and report upon tho 
practical results, deeailng those the 
'jnensures most inunedlately needed; 
"but: It postponed action upon the other

AVhori. men- pass the half-ceatury 
mmrk, they usually regard tliums^lves 
i«s going down hill. 

A discovery which I umde by talking 
iwltli those who were really living lu 
tthe latter period, was that uaiuy of 
Ithem regarded tlieir expbrleace of fife 
l|n the advancing years as the best part 
;of the wbnle. It did not appear on. 
Ithe surface; It was not any marked 
(success before tlie world, ajid it was 
inot appeal, perhaps, to those la the 
icarilor life; but many of those people 



suggestjons tintll nn opportunity should 
be ott«sred for a more deliberate con- 
sideration of them. The fourth rco 
onunendatloa I do not deem It neces- 
sary to renew. The power of the In- 
terstate commerce commission to grant 
nn Increase of rates on the ground re- 
ferred to Is indisputably clear and n 
recommendation i>y the congress with 
regard to sucli a matter ndght seem to 
draw In question tlie scope .of the com- 
mission's authority or Its Inclination to 
do justice when there Is no reason to 
doubt either. 

The other suggestions — the Increase 
In tho Interstate conunorce commla- 
sIon'H mcmbor.ship and In its facilities 
for performing Its manifold duties, the 
provision for. full public Investigation 
and assessment of Industrial disputes, 
and the grant to the executive of the 
power to control nnd operate tiie rail- 
ways wlien necessary In time of war 
or otlier like public necessity — I now 
very earnestly renew. 

The necessity for such legislation is 
manifest and pressing. Those who have 
intrusted ns with the ro.sponHlblllty 
and duty of serving and sufegunrdlng 
lliem In such matters would Ihid It 
hard, I believe, to excuse n failure to 
act upon these grave matters or any 
unnecessary postponement of action 
upon tliem. 

Not only does the Interstate com- 
merce commission now find It practi- 
cally Impossible, witli Its present mem- 
bership and organization, to perform 
its great fuactlons promptly and thor- 
oughly, hut it Is not unlikely that It 
nuiy presently be found advisable -to 
add to Its duties still others equally 
Iieavy and exacting. ' It must Ilr.st be 
perfected as an administrative Instru- 
ment. 

The country cannot und should not 
coasent to remain any longer exposed 
to profound Industrlnl" disturbances for 
lack of additional means of arbitra- 
tion and conciliation. wldcli the con- 
gress can easily aad promptly, supply. 
And'all will agree that there nmst be 
no doubt as to the power of llie execu- 
tive to make immediate and uninter- 
rupted nse of the ndtrnads for tlie con- 
centration of the military forces of tlie 
nation wherever tliey are needed and 
wiionever they are* needed. • 

This is a program of regulation, pre- 
vention and administrative elllcleacy 
wlilch argues Its own case In the naM-e 
statement of It. With regard to one 
of Its Items, the Increase In tlie efli- 
clency of the Interstate commerce com- 
mission, tile la,)use of representatives 
has already acted; Its action needs 
only the coacurrence of the senate. 
Fop Control arid Operation. 

I would hesitate to recommend, and 
I dare say tiio congress would hesitate 
to act upon tho suggestion should 'I 
make It, that any man In any occupa- 
tion sliould be obliged by law to coh- 
tlnueMn an employment which he de- 
sired to leave. To pass a law Avhlcli 
forl)ade or prevented tho Indlvldunl 
workman to leave Ids work before re- 
ceiving the approval of society In do- 
ing so w6uld.be to adopt n new prin- 
ciple Into our Jurisprudence which I 
take it for granted we are notpreparetl 
to introduce. IJut tlie proposal that 
the operation of die railways of tho 
country slmllnot be stopped or Inter- 
rupted by the concerted action of or- 
ganized bodies ofimen until n puldle 
investlgntlon shall have l>ecn Instituted 
which .shall make tlio whole question 
at Issue plnln for the Judgment of tlie 
opinion of the nation Is not to propose 
uny such principle. It Is based upon 
thevory different principle thitt tlie con- 
certed nctlonof powerful bodies of men 
shall not be permitted to stop tlie In- 
dustrial processes of tho nation, at any 
rate before the nation shall have Imd 
an opportunity to acquaint Itself with 
tho merits of tho case ns between em- 
ployee and employer, time to form Its 
opinion upon an Impartial statement 
of die merits, and opportunity to con- 
sider all practicable means of concilia- 
tion or arbitration. 

I can see notliing In that proposition 
but the Justiflabip safeguarding l)y so- 
ciety of the necessary processes of 
Its very life. There Is uotldng arbi- 
trary or unjust in It unless It be arbi- 
trarily and unjustly done. It can and 
should bo done with a full and scrupu- 
lous regard for tho interests nnd liber- 
ties of nil concerned as well ns for the 
permanent interests of society Itself. 
Other Legislation Urged. 

Three matters of capital Importance 
await the action of the senate wlilch 
have already, been noted upon liy the 
house of representatives: the bill 
wiUch seeks to extend greater freedom 
of combination to those engaged in pro- 
moting tiie foreign commerce 'of tlie 
country tlian is now thought by some' 
to be legal under the terms of^tho laws 
against monopoly; the bill amending 
the present organic law of Torto Itico; 
and the bill proposing a more tho/- 
ough and systematic regulation of thtj 
expenditure of money in elections, com- 
monly called the Corrupt Practices Act. 
I peed not lalior my advice that thesj 
measures be enacted Into law., Their 
urgency lies In tiie nninlfest circum- 
stances widch rendoi* tlieir adoption' at 
this time not only opportune but neces- 
sary. Even delay would seriously 
Jeopard Iho Interests of the country 
and of tile* government. 

Immediate passage of the hill to reg- 
ulate tile expenditure of money In elec- 

tohl mo they felt tliat tiioy were liv- 
ing the'liapplest days of al). Tliere 
seems to be a mysterious quality of 
life la these Jater years whleh Is not 
found lu the earllep purl, somotliing 
tlait Is worth while In ilie living of It; 
anil no one has had all of human life 
until he has been through' these years 
andfoundit. 

Tlieu.'and not I)ofore, I cnme i>ack 
to the conviction tliat one who has at- 
talaed n Imlf-oeritury of clean, lionest 
living. Is worthy of congratulation; 
tliat he ouglit to pass hlsilftletliblrth- 



.tlons ipay seem to~.be less heceflsur^ 
than the immediate enactment of the 
other measures to which I refer; be- 
cause at least two years will elapse 
I)efore another election In which fed- 
oral ofilces are to be filled ; but It would 
greatly relieve liib public nilnil if this 
Important » matter were dealt with 
Willie the circumstances and tho dan- 
gers to tho public morals oC the pres- 
ent method of obtaining and spendhig 
campaign funds stand clear nuder re- 
cent observation nuti the ijietliods of 
expenditure can be frankly studied In 
the light of present experience; and a 
delay would iiave the further very se- 
rious-disadvantage of postponing ac- 
tion until another election was at hand 
and some special object connected with 
It might bo thought to he In the mind 
of those wiio m-ged It. Action can Ije 
taken now with facts for guidance and 
wltliout suspicion of partisan purpose. 
I slmll not argue at length {he desir- 
ability of giving a freer bond In. the 
matter of combined and concerted ef- 
fort to those wlio shidl undertake the 
essential enterprise of building up our 
export trade. That enterprise will 
presently, will. Immediately assume. 
has indeed already assumed, a magni- 
tude unprecedented Id our experience. 
"We have not the necessary Instrumen- 
talities for its prosecution; It Is 
deemed to be doubtful wiiether tl\ey 
could lie created upon an adequate 
scale under our present laws. We 
should clear away all legal obstacles 
and create a basis of undoubted law 
for it whicli will give freedom without 
permitting unregulated license. The 
thing must be done now, because tlie 
opportunity is here and may escape us 
if we hesitate or delay, 

Porto Rico's Needs. 

The argument for the proposed 
amendments of the niganic law of Por- 
to Rico is brief and conclusive. Tiie 
present laws governing th'e Island ami 
regulating the rights nnd privileges of 
Its people are not just. Wo have cre- 
ated expectations of extended privi- 
lege wiilch we, have not satlslled. 
There is uneasiness among the people 
of the Island and even a suspicious 
doubt with regard to our Intentions 
concerning them widch the aduptlon of 
tho pending measure would happily re- 
move. We do not doubt what we wish 
to do In any essential particular. We 
ought to do It at oaco. 

Tliere are other .matters already ad- 
vanced to tlie stage of conference be- 
tween llie two Iiouses of which it Is 
not necessary tliat I should speak. 
Some practicable basis of agreement 
concerning them will no doubt be found 
nnd action taken upon tliem. 
' Inasmuch as this is, gentlemen, prob- 
ably tlie last oecasloa 1 shall have to 
address the Sixty-fourth congress, I 
hope tiiat you will permit me to say 
with uiiat genuine plensure nnd satis- 
faction I have co-operated with you In 
Iho umny measures of constructive pol- 
icy with wlilch you have enrlclied tlio 
legislative annals of the couatry. It 
has been a piivilego. to lalmr In sucli 
company. I take the liberty oEcoa- 
gratulating you upon llie completion of 
n record of rare servlceableaess and 
distinction.

A Beauty Spot in the Home Grounds Made Particularly Attractive by tho 
Little Stream That Flows Through Them. 



PLANS FOR BEAUTY 

When planning for next year's gar- 
den decide on a rockery for tlie back 
yard. There are many bull)s that are 
excellent for rockeries. Selllas,- which 
are of a iieautiful deep blue, do well 
In tlio shade; spring snowflake, witli 
white Ilowers tliiped with green, and 
snowdrops are escelieut for rocker- 
erics, 

. JIuscaria or grape hyacinth, cro- 
cuses of various colors, will thrive 
ntid take care of themselves once ..es- 
tablished In the rockeries or In bor- 
ders in the garden, where they will not 
bo disturbed. 

The beauty which is near at hand 
is often neglected for the prize that 
Is denied us— wo refer to the beauty 
and desirability of tlio Celastrus, or 
bitter-sweet vine. This native climb- 
er found in our* woods and along 
fences, is one of tlie most satisfactory 
vines that can be grown about tho 
house. 

Tlio Celastrus Is as hardy as gran- 
ite, u quick grower, twining securely 
about its supiKjrt, and It Is not liable 
to disease. 

In the fall wiicn flowers are scarce, 
It covers Itselt with clusters of orange- 
colored fruit, which the frost opens, 
revealing Its crimson seeds. 

Choose n dark, ' fulny day If possi- 
ble, for the transplanting, otherwise 
do this work at sunset — we mean In 
transplanting seedlings. Water tlie 
seedbed tlioroughly a short lime be- 
fore you begin to transplant; then 
lift tho plants, with all the soil their 
roots will hold, and remove to the 
perainncnt bed. 

Keep the seedling covered with n 
wet cloth, so that the heat and wind 
will not dry them. With a sharp 
pointed stick make the hole for tlie 
|)innt and then fill It witli water. 
''lant the seedling In this puddle, 
drawing tlie dark soil about tho stalk 



wiien the ground has been firmed 
about tho plant as much as possible. 

A miniature water garden is prac- 
tical and will prove most Interesting, 
needing less attention tlian a flower 
bed Its size. 

Have a sugar or vinegar barrel cut 
In two, or use a wooden tub. Sink 
this In the soil:. Make a potting box 
about twelve Inches square and fill 
with rich mud from a pond, or us« 
half rich loam, adding to the mud or 
loam about one-tldrd of weli-rotted 
manure. 

Plant the nymphae root in this and 
place In the tub; flii with water until 
it Is two or three inches deep over 
the root Wlien the growth commences 
nnd the leaves appear, water may ho 
added from time to time until the tub 
Is full. 

Kevcp change the M-ator, simply re- 
. place that which evaporates. 

PLANTS WITHOUT SUN 

The best plauts for sunless rooms 
are ferns and palms and perhaps the 
best one of all Is aspidistra. 

Tlie aspidistra has . long, norrow 
leaves and dark green und variegated 
coloring. It requires a good soil of 
loam, well rotted manure and sand In 
about equal parts and must be kept 
moist but not woL 

Ferns require the same treatment 
One of the hardiest palms Is the Kentla 
balmoreana. Its foliage Is less affected 
by the heat, dry air and dust of a house 
than most of the other varieties. 

The asparagus Is good for a liouse 
plant both for Its beauty and for cut- 
ting purposes. Some of the little pines 
make decorative and hardy house 
plants. 



Water the sweet peas lavishly about 
the roots and be generous with tho 
blooms. Allow no seed-pods If you 
want ilowers.

To ninke ripe olives more dellolnus 
Boak them over night In olive oil in 
which hns been placed a 
small clove of garlic. 

Beet Salad.— Cut In 
Bmnll pieces six cooked 
beets, the same quantity^ 
of cold potatoes nud cel- 
ery. Mix the yolks of 
Ave hard-cooked (-ggs, 
witli two tablespoonfuls 
of anchovy; sauce; then 
press tlirough a sieve 
and ndd very gradually 
sir tablespoonfuls. of olive oil. two of 
vinegar, one tablespoonfulof made 
mustard, one-fourth of a tcnspoonful 
of suit, a few dashes of pepper and 
the whites of the eggs, cut In rings. 
Mix well nnd serve cold. 

Corn Salad.— Allow half as much 
ench of chopped celery nnd wnlnul 
meats as of grated, cooked corn; sea- 
son with salt, pepper and one flnely 
chopped onion. Mix with a good boiled 
dressing to which whipped cream has 
been added. 

Supper DIfih.— Place eggs In n 
granite pie plate and sprinkle gener- 
ously with cheese and bread crumbs, 
with salt nnd pepper to taste. Place 
In the oven and boke until the eggs 
are set. A little cream put Into the 
pan before the eggs ore broken into It 
Is an In'iprovenient. • 

Cafe Parfalt— Take n cupful of 
strong coffee Infusion, add two egg 
yolks beaten, one-half cupful of sugar 
nnd cook In n double boiler until thick. 
Beat n pint of crenm until thick; add 
to the coffee mixture when cool ; pour 
Into n mold nnd let stnnd In Ice ant] 
salt three hours. Unmold nnd serve. 

Buttermilk Cake.— Tnke two cup- 
fuls of buttermilk, one-hnlf cupful 
of brown sugar, one tenspoonful of 
baking powder, one tRaspoor.ful of 
»*oda, dissolved In the buttermilk; twcn 
thirds of a cupful of wheat tlour. two 
cupfiils of graham flour, unslfiod, nnd 
one-hnlf cupful' of wnlnul me;its, 
coarsely broken. Bake one hour. This 
makes two loaves. The nuts may he 
omitted and a sour crenm nnd' nut 
frosting may be used^to ice the top.

Uncle Sam Always Looking for Highbrow Helpers 

UNCLE SAM Is continually handing out deslrnhle positions to tho workers 
of the United States — or, to put It dlfTerently, the demnnd of tho United 
Stales government for specialists Is Insatiate, judging by the announcements 
of the civil service commission. In a 
recent announcement seven positions 
paying a minimum of $7,1*10 In annual 
salnrlos and- n maximum of $10,000 
wore offered to men and women de- 
sirous of entering the govermuent serv- 
ice through the nvenue of the civil 
fiorvlce examination. These jajsltlons 
range from tho lowest paid, nt $300 a 
year for an api)rentlco draftsman, to 
a techidcal idace i>uylng a maximum of 
53,000 n yeur. 

The steady development of the 
great technical bureaus of ,the government, like the bureau of standards, 
bureau of mines, the bureaus of forestry and flsherles. the reelanmtlon service 
und the geological survey, continually enlarges the Held of government work 
nnd draws more and more upon the country for Its experts. For example, 
the civil service cnnnnlsslon announces an open competitive exumlaatlon, for 
men only, for petroleum technologl.st, to go into the Held and supervise or 
naslfit In the work the government Is doing In the oil flelds, .Salaries for this 
iwsltlon range from $2,500 to $;i,0{)0 n year. Tho government reciulres that 
tlie applicant must have graduated hi geology from n college or university. 

It looks a little odd to see the government advertising for n female luctv 
worker whose specialty is Italian cutwork and bobbin luce, hut Undo Sauj 
.M'lll pay ^rom $(H)0 to .$720 a year to any competent wonnm not over forty 
years old Who will puss his ^examination andls- willing to teach the art of 
umUIng these Inces to tho Indians at the Cherokee school In North Cawjllna. 

Men are wanted by the bureau of standards ns laboratory assistants In 
cernmles. They must understand the technology of structural clay, products, 
refractories nnd pottery, and have had practical experience In the work. 
These places will pay from SOOO to ^l.liOO a yeur. A knowledge of French 
(Will German appears desirable. . _

He will Inform the traveler of the 
dreadful climates to be endured, the 
shameful treatment extended to all 
foreigners, most especlnlly Americans, 
thut win have to be sufl:erDd In passing 
through custom Iiouscs; and other sim- 
ilar tales, writes F, B. Duorr la the 
Bulletin of the Pan-American Union. 

After a voyage of 14 days the city 
of Para, better known as Belcra, Is 
reached, nnd among the many pleas- 
ant surprises that greet the traveler la 
the excellent and prompt manner In 
which his baggage Is cleared through 
the customs by intelligent officials, who 
act with fi degree of promptness that 
one would hardly expect In such close 
proximity to the equator. 

From the pier or dock, which com- 
pares favorably with the best of our 
country, there ore electric cars or auto- 
mobiles that will take one to a first- 
class hotel, of which there are several 
In Para, where the Inland traveler can 
put up until he makes hla connection 
Avith a river steamer. 

Tliere arc several ways of making 
the trip up the Amazon, tho quickest 
being by raeanfi of an oceau steamer 
of either the Brazilian or British 
lines, which operate as fur as Manaos. 
There are occasional British boats 
that go as far as IquitoG(, Peru. In 
this way the trip to Manaos can be 
made In from three to four days. To 
properly see the Amazon, however, it 
Is better to go by one of the river 
boats, which ply lazily up against the 
fast current. On account of the high 
cost of taking coal to the Amazon, the 
river boats are run by wood fuel, and 
the larger steamers consume about 
12,000 sticks of wood, 4 feet long by 4 
by 4 Inches, per day. On an average 
of every other day this fuel Is loaded 
from the river banks, stick by stick, all 
the work being done by hand and, 
needless to say, this operation, after 
being witnessed more than once, may 
become somewhat tiresome. 

Boats Are Comfortable. 

Tho cabins on the boat are large 
nnd roomy, nnd have electric lights and 
fans; the dining room Is nft on the 
open deck, nnd in the mornings, as 
during the greater part of the day. It 
is (julte comfortable on hoard. After 
sundown, however, tho number of In- 
sects of all typos, sizes, etc., mokes It 
unpleasant and the traveler finds It 
necessary to escape Into his screened 
stateroom, or Into his hammock or cot, 
carefully Incloset^ by moaaulto netting 
of very fine mesh. There are four 
flrst-cluss shower baths on board, also 
running water in the cabins, and every- 
thing considered, one cnn make one's 
self i:airly comfortable. The captain, 
or "comnndanto," as ho Is called, 
rules supreme, nnd, on the average, la 
a highly educated navigator, ond he 
and his "cabinet" of ofllcers are very 
agreeable to the passengers. When 
one becomes accustomed to the food, It 
Is very nourishing, and tho service tn 
the whole Is satisfactory. 

Besides the frequent stops for fuel, 
the steamer calls nt a half-dozen points 
between Para nnd Manaos, the prln- 
diml ones being Santnrom, noted for 
its fine hatelnos (large .rowboats and 
llghtors) ; Obldos, the narrowest part 
of tho river, nnd Itncbatlara, near tho 
mouth of the Madeira river. 

A further surprise to tho traveler, 
who has just spent ten days in the 
mud-yellow river, Is the sudden change 
In the color of the water to a deep 
black, which Is the first sign o<; ap- 
proaclilng the city, of Manaos, a thou- 
sand miles from tho mouth of a i;rop- 
Ical river.

other direction, we will resume tho 
journey on our' river bout. 

We return down the Amazon as far 
as Itacoatlara, entering the Madeira 
river, the principal tributary of the 
Amazon. Only three towns on t:he en- 
tire trip of 700 ralles, consuming a 
week, are encountered — Manlcore, 
Calama nnd Hulmolta. Numerous 
stops are made at rubber estates, there 
being several hundred along hoth 
banks of the Madeira, to deliver tho 
nail. 

The steamer trip ends nt San Anto- 
nio, but as Portov^elho Is the starting 
point of the Madeira Mamore nillway, 
tho voyage practically terminates at 
the latter place. 

Arriving nt Portovelho one finds a 
mushroom towm, such places as are lo- 
cated the world over where a sudden 
undertaking such as the buUdlng of a 
cnnal or railroad or the development 
of a mine on a large scale, calls for 
the Installation of headquarters. Be- 
fore, the railroad was contemplated, 
Portovelho was little known, even to 
the people of the Amazon regions. To- 
day^ besides the large and modern 
railroad shops, there Is found a tele- 
phono System, a wireless station, elec- 
tric lighting of the streets, residences, 
offices and other buildings of the road, 
running water, nnd an Ice plant that 
furnishes tlie Ice for all the points 
niong the line and even for some of 
tho towns across the border In Bolivia. 
One mile distant, ht Candelaria, thero 
Is a fine hospital with first-class equip- 
ment In every respect Practically 
every train that leaves Portovelho car- 
ries a hospltui car, and serious cases 
are rapidly conducted to the hospital.
